A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) The invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.

2. Claims 1-12, 21-32 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ingman et al. (U.S. Patent # 6,069,804). 

Ingman et al. disclose the claimed subject matters a DC-DC converter (figures 1-10), 
including a power transformer (figure 9, item 60), a first and second windings (figure 9, 
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item 40 and 123), a first and second semiconductor switches (figure 9, item 1 16 and 
112), first and second control circuit (figure 9, item 117 and 125), a current sensors 
(column 4, line 40-45), zero volts and a reverse current (column 12, line 20-40), a 
controlled winding (figure 9, item 124). 

3. Claims 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Faulk 
etal. (U.S. Patent #6,069,804). 

Faulk disclose the claimed subject matters a DC-DC converter (figure 3A-B), including 
self-regulation (column 30, line 35-40), a power transformer (figure 3Aitem 100), 
primary and secondary winding (figure 3A, item 102 and 104), a primary and a 
secondary semi-conductor switches (figure 3A-B, item 110 and 116), over-voltage and 
zero crossing (column 25, line 1-65). 

4. Claims 33-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Taurand (U.S. Patent # 5,745,351). 

Taurand discloses claimed subject matters a DC-DC converter (figure 3, 7, 10 and 12- 
15), including a power transformer (figure 10, item 60), a first and second windings 
(figure 10, item Lp and Ls), a first and second semiconductor switches (figure 10, item 
Tp and Ts), first and second control circuit (figure 1 0, item 70 and 80), a current sensors 
(column 7, line 40-45), zero volts (column 10, line 10-15), a reverse current (column 12, 
line 60-65).
